A difficulty occurred 
after mid­ 
night Friday night at Hoovertown, 
five miles south of Blossom, at a 
negro gathering in which tw'o young 
married 
negroes 
were 
seriously 
wounded, one of them with a knife 
and the other with a pistol. 
Sheriff 
Clarkson was notified 
and he and 
County Attorney 
Sturgeon and As­ 
sistant L. V. Larsen 
went to 
the 
country to 
make an 
investigation. 
They left town about 11 o’clock and 
did not return until the middle of 
the afternoon. 
From the account of the affair it 
appeared that 
several negroes 
had 
gathered at the home 
of Columbus 
Huff and were shooting craps when 
Buster Johnson and Frank Roberson 
became involved in a difficulty. 
One 
of them claimed that the dice was 
crooked and he picked up his dime 
to withdraw from the game. 
The 
other negro made him put it down 
and then dared 
him to pick it up 
again. 
The negroes then began scuffling, 
and while they were clinched Rober­ 
son was carved 
with a knife. 
He 
backed off in another room and pulled 
a pistol and shot Buster Johnson in 
the slide. 
The bullet deflected down­ 
ward and came out at the hip. John­ 
son was cut twice in the forehead 
over the eye and 
on the 
shoulder. 
The cuts were to the bone, but were 
not dangerous. 
The doctor wasn’t 
able to tell 
how serious Johnson’s 
Pi stol wound was. 
Both negroes live on John Bates’ 
farm and Mr. Bates, who lives 
in 
Blossom, was notified of the difficulty 
at 3 o’clock 
in the morning.

went out and brought the negroes 
back to town together in his auto­ 
mobile and bad a doctor look after 
their wounds. 
When Sheriff Clark-

be useless to say that we enoyed it, 
after about 650 miles over all kinds 
of roads, both good and bad. 
We 
spent from the 4th to the 30th visit­ 
ing relatives and friends all around 
over the state, and found every one 
prosperous 
and 
happy— the 
old 
country doesn’t look natural to me, 
but seems to be improving year by 
year, especially the roads. 
We traveled all over the country 
in 
autos 
where 
fifteen years ago 
only wagons traveled with difficulty. 
All 
country 
roads 
are 
worked 
through Arkansas and 
Mississippi 
by contract and proves to my mind 
to be the sensible way. 
The taxes 
are nothing to complain of and good 
roads are the result. 
On our return we came to Mem­ 
phis Sunday morning 
and 
visited 
some relatives until Monday morn­ 
ing. 
We crossed the Mississippi riv­ 
er at 8 a. m. and headed for Little 
Rock, arriving there Monday even­ 
ing. 
Tuesday morning we started 
for Paris with a strong desire to see 
some more familiar faces and only 
stopped long enough to “ coal up” 
and lunch until Paris was reached 
Tuesday night; a distance of 294 
miles by dirt road from Little Rock 
to Paris. 
I have been asked as to the 
ex­ 
pense of a trip like this and in ans­ 
wer will say that we used 28 gallons 
of gasoline and six quarts of oil on 
the going trip. 
We paid from 2 2 Vq 
to 30 cents for gas and 10 to 20 
cents per quart for oil. 
On our re­ 
turn we used some more gas on a c ­ 
count of heavy roads 
caused 
by 
rains. 
Crops are as fine as can be all 
along the route traveled. 
In 
an­ 
other year one can travel the entire 
distance on pike roads, as the Bank­ 
head Highway is surveyed from At­ 
lanta, Ga., through Alabama, Miss­ 
issippi and Arkansas, and crews are 
at work grading now. 
At least ten 
miles of pike from 2 feet to 10 feet 
high had been built through 
Red 
River bottoms, while we were over 
there. 
We traveled the entire way on the 
Ocean and Bankhead Highway sur­ 
vey, with a good per cent of it al­ 
ready piked. 
In conclusion, I want to say that 
Paris and Lamar county look good 
to me.
